DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . This comnnunication is in response to tlie Appeal Brief filed on 6/23/07. Claims 1, 
3-17, 19-31, and 33-36 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-17, 19-31 and 33-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance and in light of Applicant's arguments. 

The closest prior art of record et al (5,772,585) discloses system and method for 
managing patient medical records. 

Brown et al (6,032,1 19) discloses personalized display of health information. 

However, none of the prior art discloses/suggests "displaying, in the display of 
the portable device, a main menu of selectable views, wherein the selectable views 
consist of a patient bio view, a medical history view, a patient medication schedule view, 
an appointment schedule view, and a log view, and wherein the appointment schedule 
view displayed in the display of the portable computing device differs from the 
appointment schedule view that is displayable on a display at the physician computer, 
and wherein direct selection of one of the selectable views results in that selected view 
being displayed independently of the other selectable views". 

Claims 3-1 0, 1 2-1 6, 1 9-24, 26-30, 33-36 incorporate the features of claims 1,11, 
16, 25 and 29 through their dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons 
given above.
